All bitter- 
ness and illfeeling that has exist- 
ed in this strike-ridden com- 
munity during the past months ig 
wiped away by a common afflie- 
tion. 

Today the people of Calumet 
ean see only their neighbors, their 
brothers, their sisters and their 
little children staggering under 
an almost unbearable burden of 
distress and grief. A great mass 
meeting of Calumet citizens was 
held this. afternoon to. express 
their sympathy and devise ways 
and tneans to amclioratesthe suf: 
ferings of those on whom deaths 
had fallem:so heavily.
